Mr. Catlin affirms it, thai in Texas, or in 
other parts of the country where there are 
wild hor.-!* taken by the lasso, if the bunter 
succeeds in takiug hold of their nostrils, aud 
then forcibly expels air from hi* lungs into 
the nostrils of the horse, he will follow him 
anywhere, aud become perfectly tame. These 
facts deserve to lie studied.

t bat w hen Mr. Karey, acted so* powerfully on 
very violent horses, both in tills country and 
in Eurojte, he had something to do with their 
nostril* also. 
What he did, however, he 
kept in a great measure secret. 
That part of 
the system, at any rule. lias a great deal to do 
iii diminishing the activity of the principal 
organs. 
It is very natural, therefore, that 
sue It a power should be acquired by cue who 
has done such a thing to an animal a* intelli­ 
gent as the horse.

We at Icuglh reached the hotel again, aod 
I proposed a glasa of brandy and water. My 
friend looked at me and then at the landlord;

Perplexity overspread the 
countenance of both. “Such a thing as a 
drop of liquor is not to be had in this place,’ 
said the landlord. 
“Bought, you mean,” retorted my friend.

“Does anybody give it away!” I inquired, 
greatly puzzled by the mystery that appeared 
on both oí their countenances. 

You see, the slate consta­ 
bles would be after me in no time, if I sold 
liquor,” explained the landlord. “Do you 
want some very badly ?” 
I could not explain how badly I wanted it, 
aud could only give veul to my feelings in a 
sigh. 
Without a word, the landlord disappeared 
within the recesses of a small room behind the 
oflice desk, and presently came forth with 
two empty tumblers in his hand. These he 
placed upon the desk. 
“But where is the liquor?” I iuquired. 
“The law forbids me to sell it,” ho said, 
“and I dare not disobey the law. If you can 
find any hero you are welcome to it,” saying 
which he accidentally turned back the breast 
of his coat. .Tito neck of a bottle peeped 
fortli from the inside pocket. ^He winked hi3 
eye at me, and I winked my eye at him; after 
which I drew forth the bottle. He faintly 
struggled with me to prevent the daring rob­ 
bery ou which I was bent, but I proved inex­ 
orable.

H o w to ( lu ic t H o rse s, 
According to a discovery made by Prof. 
Shitt'of Florence—a discovery which has been 
pushed beyond hint by many others—it was 
found that it was quite enough to touch the 
nostrils of a horse, simply passing the finger 
along the sides of the nose, to stop the activ­ 
ity of Hie heart and respiration and stop con­ 
sciousness iu a measure. lie did not find, but 
left another to iiud it, that interchange be­ 
tween tissues and blood is also stopped. It is 
well-known now that most of those men whe 
ucceed iu quieting violeut horses put their 
fingers to that part, and sometimes inside the 
nares. Merely touching these parts may pro­ 
duce some cll'ect; pressing hard upon them 
has far more effect. It is not essential that 
the application be made there, a3 a pressure 
of the lip may produce the same thing. In 
some animals, rabbits aud guinea pigs, if we 
pass needles into their chest and heart, so a3 
to judge of respiration and circulation, we 
find that the needles stop altogether as we 
press the lips or part of the cheek. It is not 
that the poor creature is frightened, us when 
we have deprived them partly of their con­ 
sciousness, or almost altogether, by the use of 
chloroform, the same phenomena occur. 
There is a very curious fact meutioued by 
Catliu, who traveled in the West, and wrote 
two volumes on the Indians. He states that 
the calves of the buflalo, if they aro caught, 
and the air from the lungs of a man is strongly 
breathed into their nostrils, will become so 
fascinated by that peculiar influence that they 
will run after the horse of the hunter, and 
follow lihn five or six miles. It is said, and 
Mr. Catliu affirms it, that in Texas, or in 
other parts of the country where there arc 
wild horses taken by the lasso, if the hunter 
succeeds in taking bold of their nostrils, aud 
then forcibly expels air from his lungs into 
the nostrils of the horse, he will follow him 
anywhere, and become perfectly tame. These 
facts deserve to be studied. I have heard 
that when Mr. Rarey, acted so’ powerfully on 
very violent horses, both in this country and 
in Europe, he had something to do with their 
nostrils also. What he did, however, he 
kept in a great measure secret. That part of 
the system, at any rate, has a great deal to do 
in diminishing the activity of the principal 
organs. It is very natural, therefore, that 
such a power should be acquired by oue who 
lias done such a thing to an animal as intelli­ 
gent as the horse.

The Paid Fire Department. 
The tenacity with which sonic of our Aider 
men cling to the volunteer lire department is 
very a fleeting, and is worthy of the most sub­ 
stantial reward. Still, with all their good 
qualities, they are only staucling iu the way 
of improvement, and will soon discover they 
are in the wrong. Whatever may be the po­ 
litical rewards the firemen as a class have to 
bestow 011 such Aldermen as faithfully carry 
out their programme, these Aldermen should 
have known long ere this that he who serves 
the whole public is vastly surer of his reward 
than lie who serves only a portion. As an or­ 
ganized body our firemen are able to concern 
trate much political strength at the polls, but 
then if an issue is to be made their numbers 
will be about as one to twenty. 
Certainly if the question is already narrowed 
down to the fire department on one side and 
citizens 011 the other it is practically decided 
The firemen arc interested parties, who upon 
the one hand seek to control the Common 
Council and on '.he other demand all kinds of 
gew-gaws and finery that (hoy may be kept in 
good temper, l’erhaps too much of their time 
¡3 spent in thinking over politics; certainly 
there is much too long a time between the 
moment a fire breaks out and the time the 
machines get water upon it and obtain con­ 
trol of the flames. «Under the present system 
we are extinguishing tires in the costliest pos­ 
sible way, and we are not doing it well. This 
result is not to be wondered at, as instead of 
making it our objective point to put water on 
a lire at the earliest possible moment, wo 
make the adornment of our engines and hose 
carts the first tiling to be considered.

On Wednesday night, while onr Latin proof­ 
reader was temporarily absent laying in his 
regular supply of crackers and cheese, the re­ 
port of the coroner’s inquest in the Von Beck 
case was tossed at a luckless compositor, who 
tackled it with that calm disregard of conse­ 
quences so peculiar to the class and which is 
at once so preservative of his own peace of 
mind and so exasperating to conscientious 
and sensitive editors and reporters. Right in 
tbe middle of that report was some abomina­ 
ble Latin, in which the post-mortem doctor 
had clothed tbe information he had laid before 
the jury. Of course tbe compositor felt sen­ 
sible that Latin would he improved by a little 
Americanizing, so gently substituting an s for 
an e lie informed our readeis that deceased 
had uuusual schymosi3 in dependent portious 
of the body, while the doctor was uinde to 
sny there bad been a ruptured blood-vessel in 
the peamata. 
Our object in alluding to the subject was not 
to correct the 
error, but to protest in the 
name of the hapless coroners’ 
juries 
who have such words fluug at 
them. 
Of course the 
juror is helpless. He has 
come up from his shop or his lager beer saloon 
or laid aside for the nonce his lawyer’s gown 
to perform his solemn duty and say what kill­ 
ed the man. lie represents the community, 
and with the weight of this responsibility rest­ 
ing upon him he feels bowed down and con­ 
siderably overburdened. But right in the 
middle of his deepest solicitude a doctor pro­ 
ceeds to tell him just what the poor man died 
of. Thejurymati, so far as he could shake oil 
the sense of responsibility, bad made 
up 
mind as to the cause of death, and had it all 
right iu plain English. Given a live man in 
the afternoon, a debauch and tight and blows 
011 the head, and that man a corpse in the 
morning, and the jury can at one* give the 
cause of death, and if he had been afflicted 
with schymosis from his big toe to his chin, 
and peamata had traced its withering trail 
from the sole to the crown, they would still 
have been satisfied they had arrived at the 
correct conclusion. 
But just as they were ready to bid the Cor­ 
oner a long farewell iu comes the doctor with 
the thing all down in regular medical parlance, 
here a little English and there a little Latin, 
until the poor jurymen in sheer despair were 
ready to say tbe man died of almost anything. 
And it occurs to us just here to ask why 
a doctor can’t be an ordinary man and talk 
in ordinary English when th ere is no special 
call for extraordinary display of erudition. 
His object is to impart knowledge to the jury, 
but does lie do it by flinging the Latin names 
of dilierenl portions of the body at them ? Do 
they know any more about ihe matter niter 
lie has flnishe.1 hi3 Latin vocabulary thaw 
when he commenced ? The average coroner’s 
jury is composed of m eti who uever conjuga­ 
ted a Latin verb and never saw a Latin noun. 
Why can’t a doctor call a shin-bone a shin­ 
bone, or a membrane a membrane, an artery 
a;i artery, and the like, without looking in a 
dictionary for their Latin terms and then mixing 
them with his talk as if they were household 
words? In our opinion about three-quarters 
of this mixing of Latin with plain English is 
for the acqaisit’on of a reputatiou for profun­ 
dity. Some people who go abroad come back 
with a few French words they heard some 
Paris hoodlums (we haven't the French for 
this auimal—if we had we'd insert it here if it 
knocked our article into smithereens); and 
forever after it is Impossible for them to utter 
a whole sentence without lugging in some 0110 
of these horrid expletives, for after all it’s 
nothing but a mild sort of swearing. Let’s 
have an end of this nonsense. 


TTic A lbany King-. 
The Albany Argus is using very emphatic 
language in regard to the local ring in its 
own party. Some of its accusations wilt 
rather startle quiet people, and it will require 
a great deal of assertion and many facts to 
convince thain of its truthfulness. When a 
political newspaper asserts that a ring is 
base, infamous and determined to rulo or 
win, people say a great deal of all this is to 
be attributed to party rancor and hale, 
coupled with a desire to make the same money 
the assailed party is making. But when a 
paper attacks its own party in this way there 
13 reason to suppose its statements are cor­ 
rect. And when a paper says that in the city 
of Albany there exists a political band bound 
by secret oaths to stand by each other to any 
length, evcu to the assassination of men who 
stand in the way of success, we have to stop 
and lake breath. Still it is undoubtedly true, 
and what is true is quite as true of other large 
seats of political corruption. 
The fact may well startle people. It con­ 
stitutes a most deadly assault on popular suf­ 
frage, which is now more under trial than 
ever before. Its results in Washington, tbe 
metropolis, and almost all the South, are well 
calculated to make one tremble for the per­ 
petuity of an institution in whose name so 
many crimes upon the public weal and human­ 
ity itself are committed. Yet the institution 
has the power of self purification. While 
newspapers are free in thought and speech 
the people have it in their own power to rec­ 
tify all these evils and crash out all such com­ 
binations. It must be confessed, however, 
the job is a Herculean one, for wherever polit- *

FRANCE. 
T lie L ett C entre’s Rill* 
Paris, June 15.—The constitutional bill 
prepared by the Left Centre was introduced 
in tbe Assembly to-day and a vote of “urgen­ 
cy” was carried by 345 against 341. 
A M o n a rc h ic al R eso lu tio n . 
Paris, June 15.—The chamber of the As­ 
sembly to-day was crowded with Deputies 
and spectators. The constitutional bill pre­ 
pared by the Left Centre was introduced and 
it was moved that its consideration be declar­ 
ed urgent. 
M. La Boulye supported the motion for ur­ 
gency. He said recent events had shown the 
dangers of a provisional condition. A mon­ 
archy wa3 impossible. An empire would only 
lead to invasion and oppression. A republic 
was tho government of all for all and its 
establishment would inspire the country with 
confidence. Gen. Changarnier of ihe Right 
Centre and Raoul Duval of the Right opposed 
the motion. M. de Kerderel of the Right 
warned the members that if the majority of the 
Assembly were changed Marshal MacMahon 
might consider it his duty lo resign the presi­ 
dency. A vole was then taken 011 U10 motion 
for urgency and it was agreed to—yeas 345 
nays 311. All the ministers voted against it, 
but in their capacity as members of Assembly 
only. 
La llocbe Foucauld, Due de Beraccia, of 
the extreme Right, then introduced a resolu­ 
tion in substance as follows, which was read 
amid profound silence: The Assembly de­ 
clares that the government of France is a 
monarchy; that tho throne belongs to the 
head of the house of France; that Marshal 
MacMahon may assume the title of Lieutenant 
of the Kingdom, and that the national insli 
tutions shall be determined by an agreement 
between the King and the national represen 
talivcs. Great excitement followed the read­ 
ing of the resolution. La Roche Faucault 
moved that it be referred to the Committee of 
Thirty. Rejected by a majority of 100 votes 
The ministers, with the exception of M. 
Tulhaud, voted against it. The Assembly 
adjourned until to-inoirow. 
It is slated that La UocIig Foucauld re­ 
signed his position as Ambassador to Great 
Britain before introducing the resolution 
The Bonnpartist Deputies held a conference 
before to-day’s sitting and came to the con 
elusion it would be of no use to introduce any 
counter motion against the Left Centre.

The Chair appointed Freliugliuysen, Wright 
and Thurman members of the Conference 
Committee on the part of the Senate on the 
Geueva award bill. 
Mr. EDMUNDS, from the Conference Com­ 
mittee on the bankrupt bill, made a report 
which was agreed to. He explained that 
most of the amendments were of a verbal 
character and the bill was substantially as it 
passed the Senate, with the exception of the 
section relating to voluntary bankruptcy. As 
the bill passed th* Senate that section pro­ 
vided that a voluntary bankrupt should pay- 
33 per cent, of his indebtedness, as modified 
by tbe Conference Committee a voluntary 
bankrupt could be discharged upon payment 
of 30 per cent, of his indebtedness, with the 
consent of one-quarter of the number of credi­ 
tors representing one-third of ihe value of 
indebtedness. 
The Senate then proceeded to consideration 
of the resolution instructing the Committee 011 
Appropriations to report amendments to the 
river and harbor appropriation bill for tin; sur­ 
vey of four routes from the Mississippi to the 
Atlantic seaboard, recommended by the Spe­ 
cial Committee 011 Transportation. Agreed to 
—ayes 42, nays 2. 
Messrs. Sargent, I’ratt and Stockton were 
appointed members of a Conference Commit­ 
tee on the part of the Senate on the pension 
appropriation bill. 
At 6:10 p. m. Mr. CONKLING raise 1 a 
point of order that no quorum was present. 
The Senate adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
THE CHOCTAW BII.L. 
Mr. KASSON moved to strike out the 
names of Pitchlvnn and Folom mul insert iu 
their place the Secretary of the Interior, for 
the benefit of the Choctaw nation. 
Mr. COBURN favored striking out the sec­ 
tion and letting it stand 011 its own merits as 
a separate measure. He read from the report 
of the Solicitor of the Treasury made two 
years ago stating that the claim was fraud­ 
ulent. 
Mr. SHANKS said the report had been made 
by one Banfleld, who had not reflected much 
credit 011 his office. 
Mr. I1ALE of Maine was glad that the sober 
attention of tbe House had been called to this 
matter, and remarked that a raging lobby had 
been impelling this claim and had been oper­ 
ating in Washington, Baltimore, Philadelphia, 
New York and elsewhere. He quoted from 
the report of Secretary Boutwell to the. effect 
that there was not equitable ground for this 
Choctaw claim, and lie said that members 
who, after that decision by an uninterested 
Secretary of the Treasury, voted for the claim 
would do so 011 their own responsibility. 
After further diseussion Kassou's amend­ 
ment was agreed to by a vote of 98 to 70, and 
then the substitute for the whole section was 
agreed to by a vote of 98 lo 70. 
The substituto, which was offered by 
Wheeler of New York, directs the Secretary 
of the Treasury to inquire into tho amount of 
liabilities of the Choctaw Indians to individu­ 
als, and to report the same at the next 
session, with a view to atcertaining what 
amount should bo deducted from the sum due 
to the Choctaws by the United States. 
A question as to the granite furnished for 
the new State Department building from the 
quarry near Richmond, Va., was started by 
Speer of Pennsylvania, who alleged that not 
only were uousually high prices paid, but 
that although the government paid all ex­ 
penses of stone-cutters at Manchester, the 
contractors received fifteen per cent, on that 
amount. In course of the discussion, which 
was joined in by Beck and Messrs. Platt and 
Smith of Virgiuia, it was stated that a pen­ 
sion agent named Washburn was in some way 
mixed up with the contract and had pocketed 
soni8 $60,000, illegally obtained from ttie 
government. 
Mr. COX moved an amendment making it 
unlawful for any department to expend in any 
fiscal year more than is appropriated for that 
purpose in that year, but it was excluded on 
a point of order. 
The Committee of the Whole al 3 :30 i>. m. 
rose and reported the bill to the House. 
Mr. GARFIELD, Chairman of the Commit­ 
tee on Appropriations, stated that this bill 
appropriated a little over $23,000,000 against 
$32,000,000 in a like bill last year, but this 
bill did not contain any appropriations for the 
Board of Public Works of the District of Co­ 
lumbia, as tbe bill of last year did. 
Tbe Hous* then proceeded to vote on the 
amendments reported from Committee of the 
Whole. The amendment striking out the pro­ 
vision that wages paid to printers and binders 
in government employ shall not be above the 
average price fer similar work in the cities of 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore was 
agreed to—veas 129, nays 90. 
$ 0 the provi­ 
sion was stricken out. 
The next voto wa* on the section repealing 
the law for civil service commission and giv­ 
ing tlie preference for office to soldiers and 
sailors and tbeir relatives, and makiug it the 
duty of tbe several heads of departments to 
make honesty, efficiency and fidelity the tests, 
and it was agreed to as a whole without 
division. 
The amendment striking out the third sec­ 
tion in regard to tho Choctaw claim and sub­ 
stituting for it instructions to the Secretary of 
the Treasury to inquire as to the amount of 
liability which ought to be deducted from the 
claim was agreed to—yeas 108, nays 103. 
The bill was then passed.

We learn the following in relation to the 
sad case of Dr. C. C. Cameron,of whose death, 
supposed by suicide, we recently gave an ac­ 
count, from Dr. A. P. Chalker of this city, 
who visited New York last week and endeav­ 
ored to obtain whatever information would tie 
likely to throw light upon the mystery. 
With 
many acquaintances of the Doctor there was 
u doubt his having committed suicide, and 
some even questioned if there might not be a 
mistake as to the identity of the body said to 
have been proven his. 
These questions now 
seem to be settled beyond dispute, although a 
mystery of another nature banga around the 
case. 
Dr. Chalker, with a friend from this place, 
searched New York on Wednesday last, urn! 
first made inquiries of Dr. Brink, formerly of 
tiffs county, iu regard to tho Cameron affair. 
Dr. Brink advised nim to apply for information 
at the Morgue, where the two gentlemen want. 
Here they found that Hie remains had been 
removed by some party and buried In Ever­ 
green Cemetery on Long Island. 
Inquiry 
elicited the fact that this person was a Mr. 
Hobart, a banker of Oswego, Kansas, who 
became acquainted with and very much at­ 
tached to Dr. Cameron daring the latter’* res­ 
idence in Kansas, through his attending his 
(Mr. Hobart's) little girl during two very se­ 
vere lits of illness, from which lie cured lier, 
and, as Mr. Hobart believed, saved lier life. 
This gentleman happened to be Iu New York 
a t the time of Dr. Cameron's suicide, which be 
first knew about by seeing It In the papers, 
and after identifying the remains took charge 
of them and liad them interred as above re­ 
lated, procuring a deed of the lot, so that the 
friends of the Doctor may at any lime recover 
ami remove them. 
P a n tin g his Inquiries, Dr. Chalker learned 
that on the Tuesday preceding his death Dr. 
Cameron stayed at Barnum'! Hotel, corner 
Broadway aud Twentieth street, where lie 
properly registered as “ Dr. C. C. Cameron, 
Buiulout,;N. Y.” This, it will be re ai em tiered, 
was the day on the afternoon of which Mr. C. 
M. Preston met him at Madison Square. 
During Wednesday, and until Thur<day eve­ 
ning, with the exception of the circumstances 
already mentioned—his visiting Hie James W. 
Baldwin to obtain hi3 horse, forwarded at his 
request,—no trace of him was found, and this 
time remains a mysterious blank. 
Could ins 
movements and whereabout! on that day be 
traced out no doubt the whole m atter would 
lie made plain. Tile next information obtained 
was from attaches of the Brandreth House. 
On Thursday evening a gentleman entered the 
odin* of that boid, asked for a room for Be­ 
night, and was given No. 74. 
He paid for a 
night’! lodging and registered himself as 
“ C. L. Smith, Albany.” 
H e, went to the 
room und nothing was seen or lieurd of bim 
until about 5 o’clock Friday afternoon, wiieu 
lie left Iii! room aud went oat into the street. 
Late in tho w aning be returned aud again 
askoi! for a room, saying to the clerk, “ Well, 
I guess I’ll have to slay with yon to-night.” 
Tin clerk said he could give bim a room, when 
the gentleman remarked, “ I was here last 
night aud had room No. 74. 
That’! my uamc 
there on the register,” ((minting to “ C. L. 
Smith, Albany.”) 
Ile paid for a aroom, as 
before, and was accordingly given No. 74, and 
the clerk called a porter to show him up to it, 
w hen lie said thut there was tio need of show­ 
ing him the way, os he knew it already, aud 
then walked away aud ap to the room.

was not Hceu again that night.

house, passing Ko. 74, hoard what she thought 
hard breathing or I appressed groaning, aud 
going to lite clerk told him she thought tome 
one in-id*' was sick.

(lu r burst open, when tho gentleman was 
found lying in his bed unconscious. 
There 
Was nothing to at (Mice impress them with the 
idea of suicide, but a physiduu tieing sent 
fur declared that the gentleman had been (mi­ 
aoued by laudanum aud wa! beyond the poss- 
ibilitj of relief. 
A policeman and a hospital 
ambulance were scut for aud tbe unconscious 
man taken lo the Park Hospital. He was still 
believed to Im C. L. Fmitll of Albany, until 
the policeman, searching his person, turned 
down the collar of his coat, when the label of 
Ellis Davidson, a Beckman street clothier, 
was found. 
Mr. Davidson was sent for, aud, 
as already related, identified him as Dr. C. C. 
Cameron of Koudout. 
From Hie Park Hos­ 
pital, where im died during Saturday forenoon, 
the body of Dr. Cameron was taken to the 
Morgue, and thence removed lo aud buried at 
Evergreen Cemetery on Tuesday. 
When Dr. Caoierou left Koudout Im was 
kilo* n to have a valuable gold watch, chain 
ai.d Picket, worth three hundred dollars al 
least, a set of valuable studs and u pair of 
cuff buttons worth fifty dollars, and some 
money, it was not known what amount, aud 
also had on un eximusive light overcoat.— 
When found in tho Brandreth House there 
was no watch nor chain on bis person or 
almut iii! garm ents; Iii! cull buttons, studs, 
kid gloves and three ten cent stamps and a 
few (K-nnh's in money were found, and are In 
po?*e.-;iuni of Mr. Hobart. 
The poison taken 
had been contained in a Imttle, from which it 
had been poured into a glass. 
The bottle was 
found, broken to minute pieces, some of which, 
beiug carefully (nit together, showed that the 
paper label had been carefully scratched off, 
s) us lo prevent any possibility of discovering 
where the Irnule was procured. It was apparent 
tiial nil this effort bad been made to avoid 
ldentillcalion, and iu the Doctor’s anxiety to 
prevent his name tieing known he seems 
merely by occident to have overlooked tbe 
only tiling Hint gave Hie slightest clue—the 
little label of his tailor on the back of his 
coat. 


Three particulars are confirmed by Mr. 
Hobart, who visited Koudout last week, after 
interring Hie Doctor’* remains and used bis 
good offices in settling up as far as fie could 
the unfortunate nun's affairs. 
He fully com­ 
et lea in I he lielief that Ute Doctor deliberately 
committed suicide and intended to die no­ 
known to anyone--unwept, unhonored und 
limning.

A few days ago Samuel North Qf Shokau 
accidentally cut one of his lingers oil and 
nearly severed two others by coming in con­ 
tact with a buzz saw. 


T H E R E C E V I SUICIDE. 


L ast 
H o u rs of Dr. C am eron — Tlio 
M ystery of H is D ea th — I lls 
Caro to R en d er R eco g ­ 
n itio n Im p ossib le. 
We learn the following iu relatiou to the 
sad case of Dr. C. C. Cameron,of whose death, 
supposed by suicide, we recently gave an ac­ 
count, from Dr. A. P. Chalker of this city, 
who visited New York last week and endeav­ 
ored to obtaiu whatever information would be 
likely to throw light upon the mystery. 
With 
many acquaintances of- the Doctor there was 
a doubt his having committed suicide, and 
some even questioned if there might not be a 
mistake as to the identity of the body said to 
have been proven bis. 
These questions now 
seem to be settled beyond dispute, although a 
mystery of another nature hangs around the 
case. 
Dr. Chalker, with a friend from Ibis place, 
searched New York on Wednesday last, and 
first made iaquiries of Dr. Brink, formerly of 
this county, iu regard to tho Cameron affair. 
Dr. Brink advised him to apply for information 
at the Morgue, where the two gentlemen went. 
Here they found that the remains hud been 
removed by some party and buried in Ever­ 
green Cemetery on Long Island. 
Inquiry 
elicited the fact that this person was a Mr. 
Hobart, a banker of 03wego, Kansas, who 
became acquainted with and very much at­ 
tached to Dr. Cameron during tho latter’s res­ 
idence in Kansas, through his attending his 
(Mr. Hobart's) little girl during two very se­ 
vere fits of illuess, from which lie cured her, 
and, as Mr. Hobart believed, saved her life. 
This gentleman happened to be iu New York 
at the time of Dr. Cameron’s suicide, which he 
first knew about by seeing 5t in the papers, 
and after identifying the remains took charge 
of them and had them interred a3 above re­ 
lated, procuring a deed of the lot, so that the 
friends of the Doctor may at auy time recover 
aud remove them. 
Pursuing his inquiries, Dr. Chalker learned 
that on the Tuesday preceding his death Dr. 
Cameron stayed at Barnum's Hotel, corner 
Broadway and. Twentieth street, where he 
properly registered as “ Dr. C. C. Cameron, 
Romlout,¡N. Y.” This, it will be remembered, 
was the day on the afternoon of which Mr. C. 
M. Preston mat him at Madison Square. 
During Wednesday, and until Thursday eve­ 
ning, with the exception of the circumstances 
already mentioned—his visiting the James W. 
Baldwin to obtain lii3 horse, forwarded at his 
request,—no trace ol him was found, and this 
time remains a mysterious blank. 
Could his 
movements and whereabouts on that day be 
traced out no «loubt the whole matter would 
be made plain. The next information obtained 
was from attaches of the Brandreth House. 
On Thursday evening a gentleman entered the 
ofiifo of that hotel, asked for a room for the 
night, and was given No. 74. 
lie paid for a 
night’s lodging and registered himself as 
“ C. L. Smith, Albany.” 
H et w.eut lo the 
room and nothing was seen or heard of him 
until about 5 o'clock Friday afternoon, when 
lie left his room and went out into tho street. 
Late in the evening he returned and again 
asked for a room, saying to the clerk, “ Well, 
I guess I’ll have to stay with you to-night.” 
The clerk said lie could give him a room, when 
the gentleman remarked, “ I was here last 
night aud had room No. 74. 
That’s my name 
there on the register,” (pointing lo “ C. L. 
Smith, Albany.”) He paid for a yoom, as 
before, and was accordingly given No. 74, and 
the clerk called a porter to show him up to it, 
when he said that there was no need of show­ 
ing him the way, as he knew it already, and 
then walked away and up lo the room. 
He 
was not seen again that night. 
On Saturday 
morning one of the chambermaids of the 
house, passing No. 74, heard what she thought 
hard breathing or suppressed groaning, aud 
going lo the clerk told him she thought some 
one inside was sick. 
The clerk visited the 
room, knocked on the door aud asked to bo 
admitted, but no reply was made. 
After 
several attem pts to 
enter 
the engineer 
of 
ihe 
house 
was 
seul 
for aud the 
door burst open, when the gentleman was 
found lying in his bed unconscious. 
There 
was uothing to at once impress them with the 
idea of suicide, but a physician being sent 
for declared that the gentleman hud been poi­ 
soned by laudanum and was beyond the poss­ 
ibility or relief. 
A policeman and a hospital 
ambulance were sent for and tho unconscious 
man taken to the Park Hospital. He was still 
believed to be G. L. Smith of Albany, until 
the policeman, searching his person, turned 
down the collar of his coat, when the label of 
Ellis Davidson, a Beekmau street clothier, 
was found. 
Mr. Davidson was seut for, and, 
as already related, identified him as Dr. C. C. 
Cameron of Romlout. 
From the Park Hos­ 
pital, where ho died during Saturday forenoon, 
ihe body of Dr. Cameron was taken lo the 
Morgue, and thence removed to and buried at 
Evergreen Cemetery on Tuesday. 
When Dr. Cameron left Rondout he was 
known to have a valuable gold watch, chain 
and locket, worth three hundred dollars at 
least, a set of valuable studs and a pair of 
cuff buttons worth fifty dollars, and some 
money, it was not known what amount, and 
also had on an expensive light overcoat.— 
When found in the Brandreth House there 
was no watch nor chain on his person or 
about Ids garments; his cuil buttons, studs, 
kid gloves and three ten cent stamps and a 
few’ pennies in money were found, and are In 
possession of Mr. Hobart. 
The poison taken 
had been contained in a bottle, from which it 
had been poured into a glass. 
The bottle was 
found, broken to minute pieces, some of which, 
being carefully put together, showed that the 
paper label had been carefully scratched off, 
so n3 lo prevent any possibility of discovering 
where the bottle was procured. It was apparent 
that all lids effort had been made to avoid 
identification, and in the Doctor’s anxiety to 
prevent his name being known ho seems 
merely by accident to have overlooked the 
only thing that gave the slightest clue—the 
little label of his tailor on the back of his 
coat. 
These particulars are confirmed by Mr. 
Hobart, who visited Rondout last week, after 
interring the Doctor's remains and used bis 
good offices in settling up as far as he could 
the unfortunate man’s affairs. 
He fully coin­ 
cides in the belief that the Doctor deliberately 
committed suicide' and intended to die un­ 
known lo anyone—unwept, unhonored and 
unsung.

one for hurglaty pnd attem pt at robbery. Mr. 
Melkm, tho prisoner’s attorney, asked that 
the case go over the term because Mr. F. L. 
Westbrook, the counsel for prisoner, was un­ 
avoidably detained at home because of the 
sickness of his wife. 
The Court thought the 
case had better stand over until morning. 
It 
will probably be allowed to go over the term 
on Tuesday. 
The next case called was that of The People 
vs. Charles Trover. 
In this case the prison­ 
er stands indicted for having committed an 
assault on one Joshela Brooks of the town 
of Lloyd, on the night of the 12th of Oc- 
October, 1873, and robbing him of some small 
articles he had in his pocket, consisting of a 
tobacco-box, one pair of spectacles and a 
spectacle case. 
The case was tried at the 
March Sessions, when the jury failed to agree, 
mainly because Brooks, being quite an old 
man,did not clearly identify the prisoner. The 
evidence is as follows: On the night of the 
12th of October, it being Sunday night, the 
complainant returned home 
from church, 
where he had been with his daughter, and 
went to his barn with his horse. 
As he 
entered the stable ho \va3 struck a severe 
blow that partly knocked him down. 
Upon 
recovering, ho called loudly for assistance 
when his assailant left. 
Brooks then pulled 
out his revolver and fired. 
The defence will 
prove an alibi, or at least try to prove one. 
The District Attorney and Charles A. Fowler 
appear for the people, while A. T. Clearwater 
is attorney for the prisoner. 
The jury brought in a verdict of guilty J
